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AT CLOVER BAR 


Dozen Trees of Many Varieties Bear 
Well Formed Fruit—Plum 
Trees Doing Well Too. 


Twelve miles to the east of Edmon- 
ton on the base line, which runs as 
far as a man with a strong team of 
horses would care to travel in one 
day, lives the Luther Burbank, of Al- 
berta, He is a short, good natured 
man, commonly called “Bob” Eas- 
ton, Everyone who knows him and 
the work he is doing, feels that 5e is 
worthy of being the prototype of the 
great wizard of California. Like Bur- 
bank, he has spent a good many vears 
of his life, not exactly in making cne 
blade of grass grow where only cne 
crew before, but in showing his fel- 
lowmen how they may grow beautiful 
flowers, luscious fruits and delight- 
ful ornamental trees regardless of 
the gifts whie bthe land may have re- 
ceived from the hand of nature. 

The work of Burbank and Easton 
is not the same but it is along simi- 
lar lines. Burbank found the prickly 
cactus growing in the plains of Cali- 
fornia and he induced it to grow with- 
out the prickles, so that it might be 
eaten by the cattle. Easton, who has 
lived in Alberta for a ynod many 
years, found that the province must 
produce many of its fruits and flow- 
ers if it ever expects to have any. 
Twelve years ago he opened .a small 
nursery and began experimenting in 
what the province can enjoy when 
nature is met halfway. Today he 
has a dozen cpple trees bearing fruit 
and a plum tree with one lone plum— 
the first that the province has ever 
produced outside of a glass case. He 
believes that he has found the apple 
tree for this climate and tat when 
he has secured the proper polenization 
of his plum trees he will be selling 
Alberta piums in Edmonton at so 
much 4 basket, At the nursery 
which now covers over twenty acres, 
Mr. Easton has a wonderful assort- 
ment of ornamental and fruit bearing 
trees and all the common varieties of 
small fruits and garden flowers. 

Variety is All. 

A. Bulletin. esentative called on 
Mr. Easton thewther evening, He 
found the nurseryman cultivating the 
ground between long rows of orna- 
meental trees. Mr, Easton stopped 
work and took his visitor for a ramble 
through the nursery. Everything was 
green on every hand. The sole excep- 
tion was the witeweshed cottage ant 
stables which presented a most pic- 
turesque appearance as they lay im- 
bedded in a wealth of trees and flow. 
ers, f : 

“Everything depends on variety, 
said Mr. Easton, by way of introduc- 
iion te an Alberta nursery. ‘‘We can 
grow almost anything if we get ihe 
right veriety and this can only be 
obtained at the expense of great labor 
Patience is required to

hear with irresponsible 
in other parts who send ime almost 
anything but what I order, When I 
import a tree or shrub T am never 
sure just what it is until it grows ana 
then I am often sadly disappointed. 
When a young tree labelled as a 
hardy variety turns out something else 
the time spent on it is wasted and T 
have to begin all over again. Grow- 
ing from the seed is the surest thing 
but thie takes a long time for a 
good sized tree and life-for the most 
of us is all too short.” 
Ornamental Varieties. — 

Mr. Easton’s nursery abounds in or- 
namental trees and shrubs, With 
these he has been most successful in 
determining the varieties which are 
adapted to the rigorous Alberta cli- 
mate, In the fist which he can re- 
commend are the Manitoba maple, 
Russian poplar, cottonwoods, Russie 
willow, white elm, silver leafed maple, 
silver leafed poplar, golden willow, 
Norway maple, Manitoba oak and the 
cut leaf birch Mr. Easton is experi- 
menting with niany others and is 
meeting with more er less success. The 
Manitoba oak was grown from the 
acorn and is now several feet high. 
Tiny pine trees and several varieties 
of spruce are growing from the seed 
and have to be kept under frames for 
two years until they become strong 
and hardy. Among the failures are 
the Russian mulberry, the wood of 
which will not harden sufficiently to 
protect it from the winter frosts, 

Of the smaller shrubs and flowers 
there are to be seen beautiful speci- 
mens of the Tartarian honeysuckle, 
Colorado blue spruce, lilacs of every 
variety, baby rambler roses, Virgins 
creepers, spireas, bleeding hearts, 
peoneas and a new creation called by 
Mr. Easton the Alberta honeysuckle. 

“Have you got a clematis that will 
grow?” asked the visitor, who had 
visions of ivy-covered cottages and 
verandahs shielded by leafy creepers 
and perfumed flowers, 

“I do not know a clematis that has 
been elimatized in this country,” was 
the reply, “I am trying t get one 
and may some day succeed in doing 
80. 

“Have you seén the arboretum set 
out on the east side of the govern- 
ment buildings in Edmonton?’ Mr. 
Easton was asked when the round of 
the orhaments® plots had been mate. 

“Yes, indeed, I have,”” quickly re- 
plied Mr. Easton, ‘most of the trees 
you see there came from this nursery 
and a good many of those that came 
elsewhere were selected and procured 
hy me.” 

Delicious Small Fruits. 
In directing attention to the smal- 


ler fruits, Mr. Easton pointed with 
pride te his raspberry bushes. Of 
these the Turner and Cuthbert are 
doing remarkably well. Three thous- 
and bushes of currants, white, red and 
black are heavily laden with fruit 
this year. Tame gooseberry bushes 
are laden with fine large berries which 
Mr. Kaston finds do best when sheit- 
ered by a grove of trees from the 
winds and frosi. Mr. Gaston has pre 
served nearly all the fruits grown on 
his nursery in alcohol and takes pleas- 
ure in showing them to all interested. 
He is taking note of the years in 
which the fruits were picked so that 
even in the glass jar it can readily 
be shown what progress he has made 
in the cultivation of fruits. 


Avoles on the Trees. 

To succeed in getting apple trees 
to bear fruit is an accomplishment 
of what the outside world considers the 
impossible. For years Mr, Easton has 
been working on this proposition. and 
has met h a fais degree of success, 
Varieties woich when seen by a Bul 
letin crepresentative had fruit eon- 
siderably large rthan marbles, were 
the Wealthy, Florence, Transcendent, 
Yellow Transparent and the -Russian 
erab. 

Mr, Easton pointed to trees that had 
done well for five years but could not 
stand the effects of the backward 
spring of this season. Others had 
been winter-killed after a year or 
two of growth and are now coming up 
below the graft, so that it«is very 
hard to say just what they are. One 
thing that Mr, Easton has learned is 
that apple trees to succeed must ibe 
kept low to the ground, This can be 
procured by trimming the shoots every 
year and inducing the tree to become 
more etalky in shape, 

Piums are as yet a puzzle io the 
nurseryman., There .s yet-to be dis- 
covered a plum tree that will cross 
polenize with a variety that now 
blossoms profusely every year, @w 
fails to bear fruit. One plum this 
year has been prevailed to grow but 
Mr. Easton says that as soon as he 
finds another variety that will blos- 
som all will be well’ with his plum 
trees, Several small plum trees are 
approaching the blossoming age and 
may serve the requirements, 

The Clover Bar nursery, as Mr. 
Easton calls his. field of operations, 
is sufficiently far from town to give 
it the necessary retirement and yet 
it js near enough to enable anyone to 
visit the nursery who loves to be

RRETT HANGED 
THIS MORNING 


Extreme Penalty of the Law Inflict- 
ed on Murderer of Deputy 
Warden Stedman. 


Garry R. Barrett was hanged at 
the penitentiary this morning for the 
murder of Deputy Warden Stedman 
three months ago. 

Shortly after 6.40 the executioner 
entered the cell of the condemned 
man, and, having strapped his arms, 
the march to the gatiows an, 
Sheriff Roberteon led the way, follow: 
el by Hangman Holmes, Guard 
Schell, the prisoner and the Roman 
Cutholic chaplain of the penitentiary, 
Father Desmarrais, who is attafhed 
to the Immaculate Conception parish 
on Kinistino avenue, 

With firm etep, head erect and a 
nod to Warden McCavley and some 
of the guarde, Barret made his way 
to the ecaffold, and with little delay 


his legs were strapped together, the 
noose adjusted and the black cap 
put on. 

When asked if he had anything to 
say, Barrett made «a few rambling 


remarks, stating that. he had killed 
Deputy Warden Steadman, in eelf- 
defence. The remainder of hie Speech 
was not clearly understood by those 
present, but seemed to be to the effect 
that he would have preferred ‘the 
execution to take place at Fort Sask- 
atehewan, Fathur Desmarraia then 
started in to repeat the Lord’s Pray- 
er, in which Barrett joined with a 
strong clear voice, without a tremor 
or the twitching of a muscle. When 
the sentence “Lead us noi into temp- 
tation” was reached the trap was 
eprung and the body ehot down a 
drop of over seven feet, 

The drop occurred at 6.46 a.m., 
but owing to the fact that the rope 
was apparently too lodsely adjusted, 
and failed to tighten sufficiently when 


the body rebounded, it was exactly , 
seven o'clock when the attending 
physicians, Drs. Blais, Hislop and 


Penitentiary Surgeon Forin, declared 
life extinct, though the medical at- 
tendante are convinced the neck was 
broken from the effect of tne drop. 
Fa‘her Desmarrais remained on the 
scaffold until after the body was cut 
down, reciting the church’s prayers 
for the dead. 

Immediately after the body was cut 
down a jury waa empanelled, and 
after hearing the evidence of the 
sheriff, Warden McCauley and the 
medical attendarfa, ‘the customary! 
verdict was brought in. 

The hanging was conducted by Mr. 
Holmes, of Regina, who wore a mask 
throughout the entire proceedings. 
Holmes is the man who assisted 
Hangan Radcliffe when King paid 
the death penalty at Fort Satvkatche- 
wan five years ago. 

The condemned man was neatly 
attired in a black suit with standup 
collar and black tie. 

Barrett has «pent the past few 
weeks reading and receiving numer- 
ous visite from his spiritual advisers 
and Jost considerable of the criminal 
appearance, whieh was so noticeable 
at his trial im May. He was slightly 
pale—doubtless a result of having 
spent practically the entire night with 
Father Desmarrais and his eon, who 
left the prison shortly after 6 a.m. 

The knowledge of death being 80 
near ot hand did not @ffect his ap- 
petite, as at 5 a.m. he ate the hearti- 
est breakfast served him aince the 
sentence was passed. The body wae 
turned over to his son about eight 
o'clock and will be taken to Butte, 
Montana, this afternoon for burial. 

The eceffold was erected inside the 
prison building, and only the jury- 
men, medical attendants, representa- 
tives of the preas, two J.P."8 and 
some of the guarda were present. 
The platform extended from the 
north wall acroés to the second tier 
of cells, and the procession to the 
scaffold wae along the narrow gallery 
that provides entrance to these cells. 

The Crime. 

The crime for which Barrett was 
hanged wae the murder of bhiherd 
Stedman, deputy warden of Edmon- 
ton penitentiary on the morning of 
April 15th last. About tweaty min- 
utes after ten tn the forenoon of that 
day the deputy warden visited the 
carpenter shop, where  lmtructor 
Pope was in charge «f four of the 
convicts, including Barrett, Stedman 
walked over to the instrnetor’s dcek 
and was examining a piece of «Pain 
when the convict, unobserved, crm pt 
up behind with a carpenter's axe and 
struck the deputy a terrible blow on 
the side of the head, burying tie 
biade deep into the neck. After the 
act he walked again to his end of the 
shop and wiped off his axe while the 
other convicts atteended the fast dy- 
ing man, The prisoners were immedi. 
ately locked up in their cells and Sted- 
man expived while being removed to 
the hospital ward, 

Barrett was given his preliminary 
hearing before Police Magistrate 
Cowan at the penitentiary on Satur- 
day, April i7th. It was then that 
the convict gave his reasons for the 
murder which he has since reiterated 
from time to time. His story waa

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HEINZIE’S 
BOOKS SECURED 


Secret Service Man Locates the Miss- 
ine ree After a Protracted 
arch, 


New York, July 13.—The stolen 
books of the United Copper Company. 
to recover which the full power of 
the Federal courts was unavailing 
against the power of F. Augustus 
Heinze and his millions, were secured 
today by a single agent of the secret 
service in a house at No. 349 West 
Fifth street. The detective whose 
strategy, it is believed, has thus 
secured to the United States District 
Attorney the evidence of F. Augustus 
Heinze’s alleged illegal loana as 
president af the Mercantile National 
Bank, is P. Pigniuolo. In a taxicab 
he drove up to the office of thé federal 
prosecutor this afternoon and deliver- 
ed two trunks, in which the beoke 
were packed as when he found them. 
It is known that the books vanished 
from the Broadway office of the Unit- 
ed Copper Company shortly before 
May 29, for it was or that day that 
assistants of United states District 
Attorney Wise went to the office to 
inspect them and found that they had 
disappeered, The secret service man 
was put on the case and he traced 
the books to Barker’s Hotel, in Spring 
Lake, N.J. From there they were 
soon brought back to this, city and 
taken to the Waldorf Astoria, in the 
custody, it is said, of Carlos War- 
field, a close friend and businese as- 
sociate of the Heinze’s. After a s0- 
journ there, the length of which has 
not been ascertained, the books, for 
the removal of which F. A, Heinze. 
his brother Arthur and his attorney, 
Sandford Robinson, were by this time 
under indictment, were taken to the 
Grand Central Station, supposedly in 
pursuance of a piin to ship them to 
Canada, Warfield and a man of the 
name ‘of J. H, Trerise are believed 
to be the pair who tried to check the 
single trunk which contained the 
volumes: ~ But the trunk was over- 
weight and the baggagemen refused to 
issue a check for it. Money was 
offered in vein as an inducement to 
get the books on board a train and 
the two disappointed custodians had 
the trunk hastily removed to the 
Prinee George Hotel, where Trerise 
was staying. The books were packed 
in two trunks, obviously with the 
infention of taking them out of town 
on another train, but possibly because 
they had learned that the secret ser- 
vice was close upon their trail the 
men removed the trunks to the house 
in West Fifth street, where they re- 
mained until discovered by Pignioulo 
today.

ernment of Edward VII. of Eng- 
land imposes ite will upon the gov- 
ernment of Abbas II. of Egypt by 
means of an army of occupation some 
$,000 strong, and several men of war 
conveniently near to Alexandria. 
In every essential particular Egypt 
is ruled by England as absolutely cs 
is Ireland. The British make .10 


claim to territorial rights in the vai- 
ley of the Nile. Indeed,’ they re- 
cognize the authority of the Khédive 


as well as the shadowy suzerainty of 
the Sultan with full ceremonial re- 
gard. ‘ The British control is masked 
behind the simple machinery of an 
ordinary consulate-general. Yet the 
ministers of state must act as their 
British advisers indicate, and the 
Khedive cannot exercise any of the 
important prerogatives of his station 
without the consent of the British 
consul-general. 

England promised a quarter of a 
century ago to leave Egypt at once. 
The promise was not fulfilled. Since 
that time the English have declared 
again and again, at the insistence of 
France, that they would withdraw 
the “army of occupation” as soon as 
order was fully restored in Egypt. 
That promise still stands, but eva- 
cuation is 4s far away as ever. Five 
years ayo the French and English 
came to an understanding, and since 
that time there has been no power to 
suggest, be it in ever so mild a man- 
ner, that it was time dor the British 
to move on. Yet it is not fair to 
condemn “‘perfidious Aflbion’’ for 
its square-mile fever, and to accuse 
the British of taking territory with- 
out any excuse, on the basis of the 
present peculiar condition in Egypt. 

hen England came to Egypt it was 
absolutely necessary for some out- 
side power to interfere to restore or- 
der in the country. During the 
quarter of a century of British occu- 
pation the condition of the Egyptians 
has improved so materially that it 
must be admitted that the English 
have done more for -the Egyptians 
than for themselves. 

When Ferdinand De Lesseps  per- 
suaded the Egyptian government, 
then prosperous and free of debt, to 
ngage in the Suez canal project, he 
plunged the knite into the heart of 
Egypt. When the miserable falla- 
heen were scooping the sand out of 
that great ditch with ‘bare hands, 
they dug the grave of Egyptian na- 
tionality. Ambitions to be consid- 
ered an enlightened ruler, the Khe- 
dive Ismail lent all the credit of his 
country to the canal, robed his peo- 
ple of everything they had, and 
brought bis nation into bankruptcy. 

The European bondholders demand- 
ed their pound of flesh, and the unit- 
ed powers of Europe proceeded to cut 
it from Ismail’s heart. An interne 
tional commission was named to ad- 
minister the finances of the country 
and to arrange to pay the interest 
coupons, An international court 
was established before which even 
the state of Egypt must answer to its 
creditors. Finally, the British and 
French governments practically as- 
sumed control of the etate, Ismail 
rebelled egainat his slavery and was 
banished to Europe. His son, Tew- 
iik, was made Khedive, and the dual 
control continued. 

Then came a movement among the 
Egyptians to expel the Europeans, 
which culminated in a rebellion led 
by Arabi Pasha. That rebellion 
brought about anarchy in the coun- 
try. The British invited the French 
w juin in vb armed intervention. 
The French declined and the Eng- 
lish took the responsibility upe 
themselves. Alexandria was  bom- 
barded and a portion of it destroyed, 
and ehortly afterwards the British 
soldiers met and defeated the Arabist 
army at Tel-el-Kebir. Two days 
later, on September 15, 1882, the Bri- 
tish army oceupied Cairo, and here it 
is today. > 

A year later Sir Evelyn Baring war 
sent to Cairo as consul-general, He 
assumed ‘practical control of Egyp- 
tian affairs and set out to enforce a 
programme of reform, Later, he was 
raised to the peerage as the Earl of 
Cromer, and he remained at the head 
of affairs in Cairo until less than two 
yeurs ago, As a matter of fact, ““Eng- 
land in Egypt’ has meant imply 
“Lord Cromer in Egypt.” He com- 
plained bitterly of the lack of any de- 
finite policy of the British govern 
ment to support him, but for : ") that 
he ruled almost with the power cf 4 
despot, and always with the convic 
tion that he was doing right. Opposi- 
tion to Lord Cromer personally was 
very strong at times. Agitation 
against the continuance of the Ur'‘i-a 
rule has been rife ever since the first 
troop of redeoats wheeled into the 
citadel square in Cairo, : 

There are many who sympathize 
with this opposition, Even some of 
those who admit that British §"'>r- 
ference was a good thing in its time, 
proclaim that the time has ended end 
that only evil will come of a contino- 
ance of the present regime. On the 
other hand, the British in Kegypt <e- 
clare that they have done much good, 
but that much remains to be done 
before they can withdraw from the 
country with safety to themselves, 
the Egyptians, or the peace of the 
world, They declare that the Egyp: 
tians are not ready to take up the 
tusk of self-government. Certain it 
is that the Bntish government can 
show many good works as a justifica- 
tion for its apparent breach of faith 
in remaining in Egypt. 

Taxation has been the burden of 
the life of the Oriental since the first 
day one man found that he could rule 
over others. In Egypt the taxes have 
been very onerous, and they have 
been lightened but little under Bri- 
tish rule. The obligations to the 
money-lenders of Europe, contracted 
by the reckless Ismail}, must be paid 
in fall. ‘The fellaheen who till the 
soil must pay.  A!though the taxes 
are still heavy they are not as oner- 
ous as they once were.

himself for a professiona] career, and 
that, therefore, the state could not 
be cheated out of its just dues. 

The English abolished government 
by eourbash. Under the rule of th 
pashas, the whip was applied freely 
to enforce the will of the aristocracy. 
Men accuéed of crime were jashed un- 
til they confessed, or until they died. 
The courts did not administer justice, 
they only meted cxi punisi-nent, It 
was visited upon innocent and guilty 
alike, unless the victim could produce 
a bribe of éufficient attractiveness to 
induce the judge to relent. 

The universal ayetem of bribery and 
official ‘‘bakhshish’”’ has been well- 
nigh stamped out, In the old days it 
was positively dangerous not to offer 
a bribe to every official one came in 
contact with.

Under English 
rule the greater portion of this vast 
estate has been applied to the extine- 
tion of the public debt, and the iand 
itself hag been sold in small parcels 
to the actual resident farmers. 

England has given Egypt fertility 
and expanded area ‘by scientific irri- 
gation. It has blessed Egypt with a 
long period of peace and tranquility, 
with relief from the fear of the ‘man 
higher up,” with the practical aboli- 
tion of slavery, with impartial ad- 
ministration of justice for rich and 
poor, with improved and cheapened 
transportation, with schools, anc with 
emancipation from corruption. 

Not even England pretends that the 
British have a strictiy legal right to 
rule in Egypt. But despite academic 
conclusions, it remains a fyct that 
England was forced to come to Egypt 
by circumstances, and that England’s 
withdrawal at any time would have 
meant anarchy in Egypt and danger 
to the peace of the world. More than 
that, even the Egyptians who are cry- 
ing out for national independence, 
will admit that buih prince end pea- 
sant in Egypt have known 4 greater 
prosperity under enlightened British 
rule than ever befure. And despite 
all contention that England must 
leave Egypt there is every probability 
that England is in Egypt to stay.
